steamer Los Angeles reports picking up 
‘a boat about forty miles north of Re- 
dondo, which proved to be the missing 
one of the ill-fated ship King James. 
The boat left the ship’s side when the 
fire drove them from the vessel, about 


Concepcion. They left the ship at mid- 
night of March 30, and laid by the ship 
until 4 o’clock the following morhing. 
At 6:40 a.m. on March 381 
THE BOAT WAS CAPSIZED, 
and four men were drowned. The cap- 
tain, his boy and the remainder of the 
crew climbed up on the keel of the boat 
and succeeded in righting her. The 
boat was full of water, and they re- 
mained to their waists in water four- 
teen hours, when the men, worn out, ex- 
hausted and chilled, began dying, and 
after another passed away, until 
eight, including the Captain's son, were 
dead. The dead were passed over- 


| board, and the boat was go relieved by 


this means that those living were en- 
abled to sail and also to bail her out. 

All the provisions, oars and rigging 
of every kind, excepting a smal] piece 
of sail, were lost at the upsetting of 
the boat, and it was only through an in- 
genious contrivance of making ‘the 
grating and boat lining into a rudder, and 
the use of the scrap of sail mentioned, 
that they were enabled to make any 
headwdy whatever.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Captain's Story—A Sallor Left on an 
Island. 

Revonpo, April 5.—-|Special.| Capt. 
W. Drummond, Seaman Edwin Flint, 
Joseph Miller and Sailmaker Edward 
Sliney, the only survivors of those who 
left the ill-fated ship King James in the 


80, arrived here at 2:30 p.m. on the 
steamer. Los ‘Angeles, which picked 
them up off Hueneme at 9:30 a.m. to- 
day. 

Their rale of suffering is most pitia- 
ble. From the time their boat was 
capsized at 6:40 on Friday evening 
they were without food: or water. 
‘When the sun came up this morning 

they thought that when it went 
down it would be grimly smiling over 
their dead bodies. The —— of the

revived their strength for a short time, 
and they screamed and waved their 
hats, shirts, handkerchiefs and other 
articles which they thought would at- 
tract attention. When the rescuing 
steamer came alongside their boat their 
heads were hanging over the sides of 
their frail craft, their tongues hanging 
out and their parched lips swollen and 
looked as though they were ready to 
“burst. 

Under the tender care of those on 
the ship, which proved to be their Good 
Samaritan, they are steadily. regaining 
strength, and, by the time they’arrive 
in San Francisco Sunday evening, their 
condition will be far from dangerous. 

THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 

When seen by a reporter, Capt. Drum- 
mond said: ‘The King James was a 
three-mast barkentine, and as fine a 
ship as ever sailed the sed, She was 
new, this being her first trip. John A. 
Walker & Co. of Glasgow were her 
owners. Her construction caused a 
cash outlay of $100,000. Her cargo 
was 3600'tons of coal. We had been 
fighting a fire, which was caused by 
spontaneous combustion, in her hold for 
a cottple of days, but at midnight of 
March 30, when about one hundred and 
fifty miles off Point Concepcion,

scattering the hatches in all directions. 
We immediately took to the boats. Ed 
Cline, John Miller, John Spivey, Second 
Mate Ireland, my son, who was third 
mate, O. Robson, J. B. Johnson, William 
Spivel, I’.

SLORY OF THE RESCUE. 


The Boat Picked Up Olf Hueneme by the 
Los Angeles. 

Ever since the -mate’s boat of the ill- 
fated ship King James came ashore at 
Point Concepcion, a lookout has been 
kept.along the Coast for the captain® 
boat, as it was expected that it would 
land at some point further south, if it 
had not gone to the bottom. Early yes- 
terday morning aman named Charles 
Nichol saw a long whale boat off the 
Coast of Hueneme. The craft was ap- 
parently drifting with the tide, and no 
one could be seen in it, even with 
glasses. It could be made out, how- 
ever, that the craft belonged toa deep- 
water ship, and it was the general 
opinion it was the missing boat of the 
ill-fated King James. 

When the steamer Los Angeles, bound 
south, left Hueneme, the story of the 


story 

the boat was sighted by. the “pan on 
watch. The passengers of the Los An- 
geles rushed to the sides ot the steamer 
and discovered Standing erect in the 
boat some one waving. what appeared 
to be a handkerchief. The steamer 
gave a whistleand the passengers bé- 
held the man fall suddenly into the bot- 
tom of the boat. 
captain ordered the steamship 
put-dbout and make for the strange 
boat. 
geles made use of every available glass 
to see what the strange boat contained. 
Even operaglasses were called’ into 
requisition: When the Los Angeles 
slowly steamed alongside the boat, a 
harrowing si ight. met tle of the 
passengers, | re, lying ‘in the bot- 
tom of the boat, were four ‘men, their 
clothing torn and their hair matted, 
emaciated, and too weak to do any- 
thing but wave theirarms ina weak 
and feeble manner. Their faces were 
scratched and bruised, and they ap- 
peared more like men who were ready 
to gasp their last than those in whom 
sufficient energy existed to restore to 
life again. It was a pitiable spectacle, 
and the women on the Los Angeles 
turned their faces away and sobbed. 

There was no mist@king the boat. 


its side. The steps were lowered and 
two of the crew went down and made 
the boat fast to the steamer. ‘The two 
men called on the men in the boat to 
rise up and be helped up aboard the 
steamer, but they were too weak to do 
this and only waved their hands and 
moaned ina pitifulmanner. Then two 
more men went down, and each man was 
hoisted “aboard the steamship. They 
_Were tenderly taken below and cared 
for by the surgeon. 

Capt. Drummond was in the best con- 
dition of any of the men rescued, and as 
soon as he recovered he told the story 
of the disaster. His grief over the 
death of his son is something terribie, 
and this with the suffering he had 
undergone andthe scenes he had wit- 
nessed almost overcame him. The 
other men were very week, but it is be- 
lieved with careful attention they will 
recover. 

AGENT PARRIS NOTIFIED. 

OW. Parris, agent of the steamship 
company in this city, was notified by 
the purser of the Los Angeles of the 
rescue. No details were received be- 
yond the names of the survivors and 
those who were lost. 

‘The survivors are now all aboard the 
Los Angeles at Redondo, and this morn- 
ing will be at San Pedro. ‘They are be- 
ing cared for, and expect ina ‘few days 
to go to San Francisco. *

A party of about seventy-five Hawaiian 
women from t he woman’s branch 
of the Hawaiian Patriotic League, bear- 
ing Hawaiian and American flags, also 
proceeded to the dock. Dr. J. S. Mc- 
Grew, chairman, and Prof. Scott and 
Gen. Hartwell, asa committee from the 
Annexation Club, United States Minis- 
ter Stevens, F. P. Hastings, Secretary 
of the Foreign Office and aide to Presi- 
dent Dole, Maj. Robertson, the-Queen’s 
Chamberlain, and mewspaper corre- 
spondents, put off to the Rush to pay 
their respects to the commission. The 
news that but one person had been sent 
in that capacity to the islands soon 
spread to the shore and encase 
much surprise. 

BLOUNT DECLINES TO TALK. 

Commissioner Bloant declined to be 
interviewed for publication, but from 
casual conversation it would seem that 
his labors here may cover a period of 
several weeks. The Rush will probably 


return to San Francisco in the mean- 


time. 

Commissioner Blount did not leave 
the steamer for several hours, and con- 
sequently the reception by the Hawiian 
League and Annexation Club did not 
take place.

POLITICAL MATTERS. 

The last two weeks have been un- 
eventful, so far as political matters are 
concerned, and the general lethargy of 
the: Hawaiians prior to March 4 has 
given way to action.

League have held frequent mass-meet- 
ings, at. which annexation or disfran- 
chisement were the respective ‘subjects 
of denunciation. 

On the evening of March 21, the day 
before the arrival of the steamship 
Atstralia, with the news that the an- 
nexation treaty had been shelved, a 
meeting of white residents, numbering 
fully fifteen hundred, was held, ac which 
an annexation club was formed, which 
now has*about twelve hundred mem- 
bers, and speeches were made by some 
of the most prominent men in Hono- 
lulu. Robert Wilcox, editor” of the 
Liberal, was made one of the vice- 
presidents of the club, and was the 
only Hawaiian who has prominently al- 
lied himself with the meeting. 

The escape of Imada-—Yasaki, the 
Japanese murderer, to the cruiser Na- 
niwa on March 153, and the refusal! of 
Capt. Togo‘of the Naniwa to give him 
up on the request of the provisional 
government, caused considerable excite- 
ment foratime, especially when the 
rumor circulated the 
Boston's guns would enforce the 
demands of provisional gov- 
ernment. American naval _ forces 
do not contemplate any interference, 
and the provisional government, recog- 
nizing the fact that it has no extradi- 
tion treaty with Japan, and must, there- 
fore, rely on international courtesy to 
turn over: the convicted criminal, did 
not unduly press the matter.

CHOLERA RAVAGES, 


Reports of a Recurrence of the Dis- 
ease in Russia. 


Official Records of the Deaths in Various 
Localities—Impossible to Ob. 
tain Actual Number of _ 
Fatal Cases.

St. PETeRsBurGH, April 5.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] There is now 
scarcely any doubt entertained by those 
aware of. the realsituation but that 
Russia is to again suffer from the rav- 
ages of cholera. 
setting in of slightly warmer weather, 
the official reports, incomplete as they 
are, show a recrurence of the disease 
in nearly all the places in which it 
wrought such frightful havoc last sum- 
mer and antumn. Official returns have 
been made public, showing that from 
March 19 to March 26, there were 
sixty-five cases of cholera, and nine- 
teen deaths from the disease in the 
town of Orel. Official figures place the 
number of cases of the disease 
reported from March 12 to March 27 
in the government. of Oofa at eighty- 
four and the deaths at twenty-nine. 
From March 22 to March 29 there were 
ten cases and four deaths in the govern- 
ment of Yelisavetpol. In addition, it 
isa matter of common knowledge that 
,the number of cholera cases and deaths 
from the scourge are far more numer- 
ous in the governments that are not in- 
cluded inthe returns. This is espec- 
ially the case in the governments of 
Podolta and. Saratoff, ‘which were 
ravaged by cholera last year. It is im- 
possible, however, to obtain the actual 
number of cases and deaths.

The Matter of Franchises, 
At 10 o’clock tomorrow morning the 
Board of Public Works will listen to 
arguments on the application of the 
Consolidated Electric Railway Com- 
pany for a franchise on Pasadena ave- 
nue, East Los Angeles. We made a 
suggestion yesterday that a condition 
for the bestowal of further special 
privileges upon this company should be 
an agreement fora general system of 
transfers, not only between the various 
branches of the electric line, but with 
other lines which it meets and inter- 
sects. 
_ Another point which the committee 
should investigate before taking action 
is this: Is the application. made with 
the object of utilizing the franchise, or 
is the purpose merely.to bar out some 
other enterprise? For some time there 
has been talk of an electric line be- 
tween Los Angeles and Pasadena pro- 
jected. by Capt. Cross. The franchise 
for this, granted a year and a half ago, 
has recently been renewed, and we 
learn that work is to be commenced by 
asurveying party today. This line is 
to run from the Plaza out Macy street, 
past the hospital and out the Mission 
road, passing through the San Ga- 
briel hills to Pasadena. Two gen- 
tlemen who represent Eastern capital 
are asking a franchise for an electric 
road through the-Arrovo Seco. .The 
third candidate for right-of-way is the 
Consolidated Electric Company of this 
city. 
lt is hardly. probable that three elec-. 
tric lines will be built between Los An- 
geles and Pasadena, but it is reasona- 
bly certain that one will be. The ob- 
ject of the Board of Public Works 
should be to see that the one which 
means business receives encouragement. 
Such a line would’ be a valuable acces- 
sion to our means of suburban transit 
and would almost bring Pasadena within 
the city limits. 
The clectric. and cable companies of 
this city are in a state of transition 
pending Consolidation, and the latter is 
under the direction of.a receiver. The 
cable company now owns and operates 
the horse-car line out Pasadena avenue, 
and, we believe, is the applicant for 
the electric frarichise. It. is a doubt- 
ful question whether, at best, a re- 
ceiver can construct a new line, 
and if he is not authorized to undertake 
construction, how can he give any 
guarantee that he or his successors 
will utilize the Pasadena avenue fran- 
chise if it is granted? These points, 
we say, are all worthy of consideration, 
and ought to bé settled by definite as- 
surances before action is taken. We 
are. not in the attitude of opposing 
further franchises to the electric com- 
pany. Doubtless if they accomplish 
the much-talked-of consolidation with 
the cable line and readjust the twWo sys- 
tems, so as to make ‘them work har- 
moniously and economically, they will 
want to secure a number of franct.ises 
from the city. Whatever. they require 
to harmonize their consolidated systems 
should be granted them, with the in- 
terests of the public properly protected 
herehs. But Los Angeles cannot af- 
ford to grant franchises to this or any

There must be a basis of 
good faith inthe transaction. We do 
not want to bar out any desirable 
lines.

The County’s Liability Defined by the 
District Attorney.

A Lively Session Over the Granting 
of Saloon Licenses. 


Auditor Lopez Submits His Official Re. 


port as to the Condition of the 
Public Funds—Miscellane- 
ous Business. 


Members of the Liquor, Dealers? As- 
-setiation and the temperance organi- 


zations were out in full force yesterday 
morning when the Board of Supervisors 
met, in anticipation of a contest over 
the gyanting of saloon licenses set for 
actide on that date. Owing to the ab- 
sence of Chairman Cook, however, 
nothing was done until afternoon in the 
matter, when an even: larger lobby as- 
sembled to listen to the proceedings. 
The objections offered by the liquor 
men have been aroused mafnly upon two 
points, first on the amended ordinance 
adopted on the 4th day of March, which 


raised the license from $25 to $45 per 


quarter, and, second, that too much 
stress is placed upon the protests pre- 
sented to the board by resideuts of the 
districts interested against the granting 
of licenses when applications are duly 
made. The new ordinance took effect 
on April 1, and hence all applications 


-nowin wereto be acted upon under 


the new rule. 
Henry T. Gage, Esq., speaking for the 
association, questioned somewhat the 


board's power to refuse, in cases where | 


the personal character of the applicant 
was not in question, to grant licenses, 
He further intimated very plainly that 
he believed that the saloon men, by re- 
course to thevcéurts, could substantiate 
and justify the grounds they were 
taking.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS 


Fair Passenger Rates. 


San. Francisco is Being Effectually 
Sidetracked. 


All the New Railroad Projects 
Headed for Los Angeles. 


and Dummy Lines— 
Local and Personal ae 
Mention. 


Almost the greatest topic.of interest 
discussed now, next to the World’s Fair, 
is that of the passenger rates which 
will be available for visitors thither. 
The question is of especial interest at 
this distant point, where the matter of 
mileage is bound to figure largely in 
whatever rate is adopted. Chicago ad- 
vices say that the meeting of general 
passenger agents called for last Monday. 
did not come off, and consequently 
no headway is being made in the agree- 
ment. atthority intimates 
that no rate can be finally established 
for possibiy another month. There are 
many difficulties in the way of perfect- 
ing the agreement to establish and 
maintain arate on the Western roads 
to Chicago:~ Contracts for thousands of 
passéngers have been made at rates 
approximating one fare for the round 
trip. At least four Western lines are 
‘known to have made these contracts, 
and probably all, or nearly all, of them 
have contracted for parties at the same 
figure. The onlv chance of the adop- 
tion of the rate now proposed is that 
no reference be made in the meeting to 
the contract rates. With the long haul 
of the transcontinental lines and their 
announced half-rates, it will be impos- 
sible to maintain a higher round-trip 
rate between Chicago and the Missouri | 
than a fare and a third. With even 
that difference the harvest would be a 
rich ong for scalpers.. 


The Chicago Herald says that it is 
fully understood by the passenger men 
that rates shall b2 such as to constantly 
occupy all the equipment. This will 
call for almost constant excursion dates. 
It is also fully understood that the basis 
will be lowered at any time it is found 
the regular trains are not running full. 
In other words, the basis of the rates 
will be the amount of travel to the fair. 
If it is heavy, the agreed basis will be 
maintained and the extra equipment 
used in regular trains. If it is light, 
more excursion trains willbe run. 
If it gets still lighter, the 20 per 
cent. reduction on regular trains will be 
raised to any amount necessary to draw 
the crowds. The whole thing amounts 
to acertainty of reduced rates which 
will enable €very one in the West to 
come to the fair at sometime for one 
fare or less, unless the crowds are far 
beyond expectations. 

SAN FRANCISCO SIDETRACKED. 

The San Francisco Daily Report says: 
‘It looks very much as if San Francisco 
will continue tobe sidetracked. There 
are two new railway extensions pro- 
jected, and both of them give San Fran- 
cisco the go-by. But, as both mean 
much for Nevada, and as Nevada has 
done so much to build up San Francisco, 
it is likely chat both will incidentally 
help California’s business, and thus help 
San Francisco. As for the direct busi- 
ness from Nevada, however, that is

When the whole 
of Southern and Eastern Nevada is thus 
given an outlet independent of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, San Francisco is completely 
sidetracked. Southern Nevada is 
booming for the first time since the 
White Pine excitement, and there is 
great activity of prospectors and 
miners along the new road. The 
country abounds in galena, and it is be- 
lieved in Nevada that good times have 
come again for that State.

- Another Complaint Lodged Against 
Donegan’s Corral, 


— 


The Place Declared to Be in an Unsatis- 
factory Condition—Application for 
Appointment as Microscopié Ex- 

pert—Public Nuisances. 


_ The Board of Health convened in reg- 
ular semi-monthly session yesterday 
afternooa. There were in attendance 
Drs, MacGowan, 

cock, Kurtz and Mayor Rowan, also 
Health Officer Power. 
The minutes were approved, after 
which Dr, Gillingham spoke in regard 
to the books in the public library being 
borrowed by members of families where 
scarlet fever and other infectious dis- 
eases exist. Although in such cases 
the people disinfect the books to the 
best of their ability, yet they often- 
times do not understand the proper 
mode of doing it. 
He moved that all books taken from 
‘ the public library should be disinfected 
leaf bv leaf under the entire charge of 
the Mealth Officer. Carried. 
Dr. Gillingham also moved that the 
board recommend to the Council the 


passage of an ordinance providing that. 


all residences where infectious diseases 
exist should be Wisinfected under di- 
rection of the Health Officer. Carried. 

A report was received from the 
Health Officer in regard to the sanitary 
condition of some of the county and 
city buildings, including a number of 
the city schools, 

‘Dr. Gillingham moved that that por- 
tion of the’report pertaining to the 
city schools be referred to the School 
Board. 

Dr. MacGowan. said that, inasmuch as 
the same matters had been referred to 
two preceding school boards, it would 

proper to compel the present board 
to attend to them, |

elected to fill the vacancies thus made. 
A complaint was received from the 


Health Officer, stating that the stables 


in use by D. F. Donegan on Sand 
street, near Montreal street, were inan 
unsanitary condition. Large quantities 
of manure had accuniulated thére, and 
had been covered by dirt and ashes. 
The soakage from this had run on to the 
adjacent lands, greatly to the detriment 
of the property-owners. ae 

It was stated Mr. Donegan claimed 
that, on account of the lay of the land 
and for other reasons, he was not to 


‘blame for the unfortunate condition of 


the existing state of affairs, but that it 
was really a fault of the city. 

However, it was finally ordered that | 
the Health Officer be instructed that, if 
the premises in question be not placed in 
a sanitary condition within thirty days, 
he should direct the City Attorney to 
bring suit against the owner of said 
premises for maintaining a nuisance. 

A communication was received from 
Dr. Lulu T. Ellis, statingy that she 
understood that the question of sending 
some one East to'take a course in the 
bacteriological diagnosis of cholera 
was still undecided. She further said 
that she contemplated taking an East- 
ern trip for the purpose of microscop- 
ical work, and if the board and the 
City Counvil would guarantee her the 
position of examiner with adeqnate 
compensation, should the occasion for 
such investigation arise, she would de- 
vote much of her time to the study of 
the subject. Dr. Mac Gowan stated that 
Dr. Ellis had been employed for such 
work by the old Health Board, as well 
2s by the State,Board of Health. He 
moved that the proposition be accepted. 
Carried. 

The matter of the disposition of dead 
animals which should be found within 
the city was then takén up. A com- 
munication was received from a number 


of horsemen,and others asking that all 


dead horses within the city should be 
cremated. 

Health Officer Power stated that it 
was claimed that his jurisdiction ex- 
tended only within the citv and that 
he could not prevent dead animals from 
being disposed of in a manner other 
than cremation without the city limits. 

Mayor Rowan said that he had signed 
a contract for the removal of such ani- 


mals with the understanding with three | 


of the members of the Counoil that an 
ordinance should be passed compelling 
the removal of dead animals in a satis- 
factory manner. After he had signed 
the contract it was found that the 
Council could not pass such ordinance.

A comptaintin regard to a hole in the 
ground on Centennial street near Tem- 
ple street, as laid over from the last 
meeting of the board, pending certain 
legislation, was-considered. 

At the place in question the present 
established grade of Temple street is 
on a level with the ground near 
while the established grade of 
Centennial street at that point is about 
ten feet higher in conformity with the 
anticipated future grade of Temple 
street. B. W. Spear hasa lot on which 
he now lives on Centennial street, and 
there is one lot between his property 
and Temple street. Mr. Spear has filled 
up his lot to a level with where the 


| street has been graded, while’the lot 


adjoining him stands at the same level 
as before, with the exception of a part 
of it, where a house formerly stood, and 
now contains a hole filled with stagnant 
water and containing many impurities. 
It was thought that under such circum- 
stances the owner of the property could 
not be held responsible for the creating 
ofthe nuisance, and the question was 
as to who did create it. 

After some discussion it was decided 
to see if the lot could not be filled in 
and in that way abate the nuisance. 

A complaint in regard to a hole in the 
ground in the Fifth Ward, which hole 
had become filled with offensive matter, 
was referred to the Health Officer with 
power-to act. 

The demands against the board were 
approved, and an adjournment. was 
taken until next Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, 


The Oberammergau Stone. 

Mrs, E. J. Bacon writes from Sierra 
Madre Villa to Tas Times, as follows: 

The Oberammergau stone, which is at 
present exciting’ considerable interest, is 
a naturally chiseled stone. 

The closest inspection. reveals no touch 
of atool, of markof color. It is clearly 
nature’s work and due to the angles and de- 
pressions on the surface. Turning the 
stone upside down the exact position of the 
features cannot be correctly placed; the 
face only appearsin certain lights, and is 
made entirely by lightand shade. Ata 
distance it resembles a finely cut cameo. 

Many well-known geologists and men ¥é 
note have carefully examined this stone. 
They state that “itis gomposed of lime. 
stone, veined with chért. Nov.tool has 
touched thesurface, itis entirely due to 
fracture and abrasion." 

The geologists of the museums of Dres. 
den, Munich, Berlin, Belgium, Paris, 
Geneva, and the British Museum in Lon. 
don have given letters to the owner, stat- 
ing ittobe entirely the work of nature. 
The mosteminent geologists and clergy of 
America have also given their testimony in 
regard to this phenomenon of nature. 
has ned it atthe Colum- 

ian Exposition, and it may be placed there 
for a time.

A Little Breezs Raised Over the 
Newspaper Reports. 


|The Contempt Proceedings Again 


Postponed by Judge Smith. 


The Defense Trying to Brgak Down Mrs. 
Henderson’s Character—Numerous 
Witnetses Testify That It 


Somewhat of a diversion was created 


when the Francis arson case was called 


for trial by Judge Smith in Department 
One, at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, 
by T. R. Owen, Esq., of counsel for the 
defendant, who arose to a question of 
privilege. 
Producing. a copy of the Gerald of 
last Tuesday, Mr. Owen stated that he 
desired to call the attention of the 
Court to am article referring to the 
case at bar as ‘‘Not a political persecu- 
tion,”” He stated that, in justice to his 
client, his colleagues and himself, he 
felt constrained to repudiate the 
gharges contained therein. Not a sin- 
gle line of the article in question had 
emanated from the defendant or his 
counsel. 
_ District Attorney Dillon grose at the 
conclusion of My. Owen’s address and 
stated that the article in qnestion con- 
tained an interview with him, in which 
he had: denounced the charges in as un- 


| measured terms as had’ coupsel for the 


defendant. If the matter of outside in- 
fluences was to be investigated he con- 
neg it proper at that time to ask 
that the reporters of Tne Times and 
Herald be cited to appear at the bar of 
the court for reporting the ¢ase so fully, 
and impartially as to furnish the wit- 
nesses every day with the details-of the 
testimony of those who hdd preceded 


‘them, thereby rendering the exclusion 
of mo effect. 


He must, however, 

gkthe Court to except the reporter of 
the Evening Express, as he had so tar 
reported very liftle that occurred in 
the courtroom. and much that had not. 
He ought to have a_ chromo. 


| Aside from this pleasantry, however, 


he could. not see the necessity 
for calling the matter to the attentio. 
of the Court, as in cases of this sort a 
great deal of dependence must be 
placed upon the oath taken by the jur- 
ors and the integrity of witnesses, the 
presumption being that they would not 
allow themselves to be biased by any- 
thing they might see in the newspapers. 
In conclusion the D.strict Attorney 
said: ‘Itishigh time to dismiss bun- 
combe, and get down to business in this 
case.”’ 
Deputy Dupuy deprecated the fact 
that he was compelled to evade his 
friends, the reporters, at times, in or- 
der to avoid being interviewed about a 
case in which he was interested. 
gudge Smit -dmitted that it “was 
possible that witnesses who were under 
the rule might gather something from 
the papers, but, as be did not read the 
reports, he was not prepared to pass 
upon their accuracy or inaccuracy. He 
was, however, thoroughly satisfied that 
there was not the slightest shadow of 
ground for the existence of the charges 
alleged in this casé upon either side. 
After admonishing the jury not to read 
the reports of, or comments on, the 
case, the Court said that he had no dis- 
position to embark in the ‘‘cleaning up”’ 
business. The reporters were men of 


| fine discrimination, who not only knew 


what toreport or leave out, but had 
sense enough not to abuse their privi- 
leges. 

The subject was summarily dismissed, 
and the Scott contempt case was then 
discussed, the Court, after expressing a 
doubt as to his right to take cognizance 
of a matter which did not occur under 
his immediate observation, stating that 
he did not want to proceed hastily, and 
deferring the matter until this morning, 

TESTIMONY CONTINUED. 

At 9:20 o'clock Prestley Dukes was 

recalled for further cross-examination, 


_and upon being shown the transcript of 


his testimony taken at the preliminary 
examination before Justice , Bartholo- 
mew, was asked whether or not he testi- 
fied at thattime to having heard Mr. 
and Mrs. Francis shouting ‘fire’ and 
He replied that he did not 
because he was not asked aboutit. — 

The Court asked him what aroused 
him at that time, and he replied that a 
woman's voice awakened him. 

Witness was then questioned as to 
his conversation with Justice McLean 
after the fire, and this led up to ques- 
tions as to what other persons he had. 
talked to. He admitted having had 
séveral conversations with the defend- 
ant, Francis, since his arrest, but added 
talked 


that he only to him = as 
he would to any other neighbor 
of the matter. He had only one 
interview with Francis’s counsel. 


As witness had work to attend to 
he did not have time to waste in run- 
ning around telling Francis what he 
knew, but his wife had told the defend- 
ant what she had seen anddone, Im- 
mediately after the first outbreak, the 
cause of the fire was discussed, and it 
was generally agreed that the blaze 
originated from the straw and keg of 
kindling under the house. Witness’s 
wife advanced the theory that there 
must have been two fires, because the 
outside boards near the airhole under 
the closet in MHarry’s room were 
scorched, and Mrs. Francis also thought 
so. He did nottestify at the prelim- 
inary examination as to the fire under 
the closet, the hole in the floor, and 
this conversation, because he was not 
asked about these matters. 

In response to redirect questions 
Dukes stated that when he investigated 
the parlor with his lamp at the first 
fire there were no signs of water having 
been thrown upon the carpet in that» 
room. 

Witness was then interrogated about 
the two women, Mrs, McCann and Mrs. 
Henderson, and stated positively that 
the McCann children were not with 
them, nor did he see them at the fire 
that night. 

Raymond Sloan was then recalled as 
a-witness for the defense and corrobor- 
ated the testimony of his brother-in-law 
Dukes as to seeing the women sitting 
én the steps of the .butcher’s shop, but 
did rot notice them particularly. 

District Attorney Dillon interrupted 
Attorney Shinn at this juncture by ob- 
jecting to the latter’s use of the term 
‘the Henderson woman" in speaking of 
Mrs. Henderson, and the Court sus- 
tained the objection, and suggested that 
counsel treat the witnesses with proper 
respect, 

Attorney Shinn retorted significantly 
that be did net know whether she was 


= 


tation for truth. houestv. intesritv and 


Mrs. Henderson or not, but as Attorney 
Williams insinuated that he supposed 
she could be identified by that name as 
wellas any other, the case was pro- 
ceeded with. 
Sloan also corroborated Dukés as to 
seeing Francis carrying the drawer of 
a bureau out and as to there being no 
sign of either fire or water in the par- 
lor, of which room he made a tour with 


| Sellingscheidt, when the fire was sup- 


posed to be out, 
Upon cross-examination witness ad- 
mitted that it was fully half an hour 


‘after the fire started before he saw the 


two women, Mrs. McCann and Mrs. . 
Henderson, sitting in front of the 
butcher’s-shop, and that, for all he 
kknew, they might have been in and 
around the house before he got there. 
Witness was then interrogated as to 
what he saw Francis doing at the first 
fire, and then asked to read a synopsis 
of his testimony when upon the stand 
as awitness for the prosecution, but to 
this the court sustained the objection of 
defendant’s counsel, as the document 
banded to the witness was in narrative 
form and not inthat of questions and 
answers, Sloan stated, however, that 
he did not testify at that time tothe 
effect that he did not remember of 
Francis doing anything. After the fire 
was all over he formed one of the 
group in the front yard and went home 
with the Dukes, but did not hear any 
conversation about the fire under the 
closet. 
_ Asthe court sustained the objection 
of defendant's counsel to this line of 
questioning as not proper cross-exami- 
nation, witness was allowed to retiré. _ 
George W. Warren, ‘an employé of 
Messrs. Hayden, Lewis & Co., was then 
calied and testified to the effect that he 
resided on Lynn street, about three 
hundred feet distant from, and almost 
Opposite tothe Francis residence, and 
had been on intintte terms with the 


| Francis family for two years. On the 


night ofthe fire he was awakened by 
‘his wife, who told him that the Francis 
house was on fire, and heard both Mrs. 


and asked him how ithappened. Fran- 
cis replied that ‘‘some scoundrel had put 
a bale of hay under the house and 
touched it off,’’ at the same time show- 
ing witness the trail of the hay from 
the barn.. There was considerable fire 
under the house, but witness did not re- 
member hearing any roaring sound. 
Warren corroborated Dakes in many 
particulars, adding that he carried a 
carpet chair out of the parlor and as- 
sisted in getting a marble-top wash- 
stand out-of the bedroom opposite. His 


‘attention having been attracted to a 


closet in Harry’s room by.a_ flickering 
light there he went to get a pail, and 
some one hagded him a zinc tub, in 
which he carried water and threw on 
the fire. It was not Willie McCann, but 
a man about six feet tall. 

Witness was then interrogated as to 
other fires in the neighborhood, Attor- 
ney Shinn explaining that it was a part 
of the defense tO show that a gang of 
incendiaries had set fire to a number of 
buildings in the neighborhood in a’sim- 
ilar manner, bot the Court promptly 
checked the €xamination, remarking 
that those fires had rothing to do with 
this case, and that if counsel was al- 
lowed to inquire into them it would 
take all summer to try the case at bar. 

Upon cross- examination witness 
stated that he -did not see either Mc- 
Lean or Pugh doing anything at the 
fire, but admitted that he did not re- 
main in thes’ back yard many minutes, 
He did not remember seeing Selling- 
scheidt or Sloan there at all. . 

‘When questioned as to his assistant 
with the zinc tub, witness caused even 
the weary jurors tosmile by remarking 
that as he did not get the sound of his 
voice, and never saw him again after 
leaving him in the room, he did not 
‘‘know but.what he was burned up with 
the building.”’ 

Warren was asked whether or not he 
did not remark that there were suspic- 
ious circumstances connected with the 
fire, but the Court held that such testi- 
mony was incompetent, and sustained 
the objection of the defendant's 
counsel. 

Alexander R. Doctor was the next 
witness called. He testified that he 
lived on F street, Pico Heights, and 
was present at the burning of the Hen- 
derson house. He saw Mrs. Henderson 
there and smelt liquor on her breath. 

Attorney Shinn then offzred to prove 
by the witness that Mrs. Henderson’s 
condition was such that night as to ex- 
cite comment, but the Court refused to 
allow such testimony to goin, to which 
ruling defendant excepted. Witness 
stated, however, that Mrs. Henderson 
‘had a wild look to her, and her hair 
was hanging down.’ Hesaw her again 
at the second fire of the Francis house, 
but was not close enough to judge of 
her condition, although looked 
about the same. He did not know Mrs. 
Henderson’s general reputation in the 
community for truth, honesty, integrity 
and sobriety. 

He stated that upon arriving at th 
Francis house, Francis told him that it 
was too late to save the furniture with- 
out endangering life, and he then sug- 
gested and assisted Francis in carrying 
the wooden sidewalks outof reach of 
the fire. 

Upon cross-examination witness was 
unable to remember when he first men- 
tioned to Francis that he smeit Mrs. 
Henderson's breath, and the District 
Attorney then endeavored to show that 
he had requested or interested other 
witnesses in ‘‘downing the Henderson 
woman,’’ but this hé denied strenu- 
ously. Hestated that hedid mean to 
be understood as saying that 
Mrs. Henderson was drunk when he 
saw her. 

At this juncture Attorney Wiliams 
created a diversion by calling the at- 
tention of the Court to the fact that 
Mrs. McLean, who had been sitting in 
the courtroom for an hour or more, had 
withdrawn to the witness-room, and 
asked that she be restrained from car- 
rying information tothe witnesses for 
the prosecution. 

Judge Smith sternly ordered the 
bailiff to bring Mrs. McLean out of 
there. The officer being busy else- 
where, Clerk Forrester undertook to 
perform the mission, but returned 
smilingly and whispered in the ear of 
the Court, who remarked, testily: 
“Mr. Williams, you were mistaken. 
The clerk informs me:that there is no 


one in that room but Mrs. McLean, who’ 


is not a witness.”’ 

‘Then it’s a mare’s nest.”? exclaimed 
Mr. Dupuy, triumphantly, and as Attor- 
ney Williams choked back a red-hot re- 
tort, the Court directed counsel to pro- 
ceed. | 
William H. Hargraves, a resident of 
D street was next called, and stated 
that ip his opinion Mrs. Henderson was 
intoxicated when he saw her atthe 
burning of her own house. Her repu-

veracity was bad, that isto say, he 
knew nothing of her, but had heard 
enough to keep his family from asso- 
ciating with her. 
whisky on her breath. 

Upon cross-examination witness was 
called upon to state with whom and 
when he had discussed Mrs. Henderson's 
reputation, and after he had named 
Mrs. Husfeldter, arecess was declared 
by the Court until 1:30 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon resuming the cross-examination 
of Hargraves. at 1780 o’clock, he 
stated that when the fire occurred at. 
the’ Henderson place, Mrs, Henderson 
told him, in relating her knowledge of 
the circumstances of the fire, that she 
was playing on the piano, but, hearing a 
noise outside, rushed out, and upon her. 
return found the house in flames, Wit- 
ness noticed then that Mrs. Henderson 
appeared quite excited, and her face 
was flushed. He did not believe Mrs. 
Henderson a fit person to associate with 
his family. Mrs. Henderson’s character 
had been the subject of several conver- 
sations between himself and others sub- 
sequent to the Henderson tire. He did 
not have any object or interest in injur- 
ing her reputation, but admitted having 
received an intimation from a constable 
as to the nature of the testimony he 
would be expected to offer. ! 

George R. Ashmead was then called. 
He had seen Mrs. Henderson on the 
night of her fire. She acted rather. 
foolish at that time and her breath 
smelled strongly of liquor. Healsosaw 
Mrs. Henderson at the Francis fire. 
She then, too, appeared to be intoxi- 
cated. Asto her reputation for truth 
and veracity, he thought it was rather 
bad. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he could not sav positively as to 


Mrs. Henderson’s general reputation, 


other than the impression which he had 

already formed of it. He was well ac- 

quainted with a number of families who. 
knew Mrs. Henderson. He had heard 

some of these persons say that they be- 

lieved that Mrs, Henderson was not 

truthful—at least he had heard Mrs. 

Fitzpatrick make such a statement. 

The prosecution then moved that the 
testimony of the witness on direct ex- 


amination be stricken out as incompe- |- 


tent, but the Court overruled the 


-motion. 


Continuing, witness stated that when 
he met Mrs. Henderson on the occasion 
of the burning of her house he. got about 
two whiffs of her breath and noticed 
the smell of liquor then. ‘ 

At the Francis fire witness saw Mrs. 
Henderson near the premises leaning 
upon the shoulder of Katie McCann. 


She then appeared more stupid, than 


she had been earlier in the evening. 

J. B. Murphy was the next witness. 
At the time of the Francis fire he lived 
almost directly opposite the residence 
of Justice McLean. He was at .both 
fires and saw there Mrs. Henderson and 
Katie McCann. Onhis way home he 
had a conversation with Justice Mc- 
Lean, but was not told by the latter 
that any fagots had been found in the 
place where the fire started. On cross- 
examination he said that he had _ ob- 
served the two women named, butcould 
not sav that they were intoxicated. If 
they had been he thought he would 
have noticed it. 

Mrs. S. D. Runnells then took the 
stand, She had resided on Pico Heights 
for #@period of from five to six years, 
and knew Mrs. Henderson’s general 
reputation for truth and veracity. It 
was bad. 4 

The prosecution brought out the fact 
that the witness’ opinion of Mrs. Hen- 
derson’s reputation principally 
founded upon reports received from the 
Hassfurthers. 

Miss Della Runnels, the daughter of 


‘the preceding witness, responded tothe 


same question in a like manner. 

Miss Emma Hassfurther, a petite 
brunette with a curly headand fiute-like 
voice, also testified that Mrs. Hender- | 
son’s reputation was bad. On cross-— 
examination, however, she admitted 
that a difference existed between her 
family and Mrs. Henderson, which arose 
a yedrorsoago.

There was a motive behind the 
witness’ dislike for Mrs. Henderson, 
however, and as she related it at the 
District Attorney’s request it proved to 
be due to the death of a poor lamb be- 
longing to her. which had been kicked 
in the ribs by Mrs. Henderson's frisky 
colt until it died.

The witness ad- 
mitted that she had talked with persons 
in the corridors, since her trial began, 
disparagingly of Mrs. Henderson. On 
the night when the Hénderson fire oc- 
curred another, of. witness’s pets, a 
brindle calf, acted like the Roman geese 
of old in assisting in giving the 
alarm. Mr. Berry was ailing during 
the night. and, being nervous, was ah- 
noved by the bleating of the 
calf. The witness got up to call to the 
animal to stop its noise, knowing that 
her soothing voice would have the de- 
sired effect. Through the open win- 
dow she noticed a sudden glare and saw 
in amoment that the Henderson house 
was afire. Herspouse was disinclined 
to get up, but did so upon the threat of 
the wife that she would pull him out of 
bed if he didn’t. He expressed sur- 
prise that Mrs, Henderson had not given 
the alarm The witness assured him, 
however, that the woman knew her bus- 
iness, and would cry out at the proper 
time.

ARIZONA LEGISLATURE. 


| Curbing the Executive Power—from the 
Rodeo to the Altar, 
Special Correspondence of Tie Times. 

Puenia (Ariz.,) April 4.—Tige Legis- 
lature has begun the erection of a forti- 
fication which, if vassed, will greatly 
limit the power of the Governor, as the 
bill introduced reads that the Governor 
shall appoint certain Territorial officers 
with the’consentof the Council. This 
is to meet the peculiar exigencies of 
the Conncil, as there is now a Republi- 
can Governor in fact and a Democratic 
one in prospect, whose views do not by 
any, means coincide with the views of a 
majority of the present ae ae 
The measure, though a radical one, 
seems to be made a party measure and 
has a good show to pbaas. 

April 3 was the last day for the intro- 
duction of bills without unanimous con- 
sent, except the usual appropriation 
bills, and armfuls of bills were brought 
up in either house, till the table of the 
chairman of each committee looked as 
though it ‘had received the contents,of 
the waste basket. 

” Fields’s bill for working convicts who 
are trusties on the public highways has 
evoked several handsome forensic dis- 
plays and much gerrymandering, but it 
has finally gone the way of all the earth.

FROM FORT KEOGH 
LOS ANGELES. 
Specially Contributed to The Times. 
Leaving Fort Keogh and many kind 
friends at 10:30 p.m., I boarded the 
Northern Pacific train on one Friday in 
April, and, as I called and waved fare- 
‘wells to those left on the platform, the 
train moved off rapidly. It was a trans- 
formation from the gay companions at 
the fort, the station lights, the bright 
stars and new moon and cool night air, 
to enter the long train and wend my 
way through the gloomy car, with 
berths all made down, bumping about at 
the risk of some discomfort to elbows, 
head, etc., following the conductor 
through two cars before we reached the 
one in whichI was to travel, where 
only an upper berth awaited me. Next 
morning the car presented quite an- 
other appearance. After all had arisen. 
much more cheerful and pleasant was 
the scene, and breakfast in the dining- 
‘car was well served. 
Soon after, at Livingston, the train 
stopped for fifteen or twenty minutes. |

Nearly all the passengers availed 
themselves of this opportunity to 
walk on or néar._the platform 


ahd breathe the frest morning air. 
which was indeed invigorating. Little 
“ groups of traveling companions laughed 
nad tatked together. and a number. of 
men stroiled “about, looking. for the 
most part, Jonely, more or less bored. 
and with their hands thrust deep in 
their pockets. ‘The few women who 
appeared to be traveling alone had the. 
advantage over the men in wearing 
more pleasant expressions and showing 
a quickness to observe all about them. 
rhe emigrant train was just ahead ot 
purs, and near the station a small build- 
ing, with large windows on three sides, 
was, packed with the occupants from 
the first train; all standing and eating 
sanwiches principally, w hile at the 
same time their heads turned  con- 
stantly as they gazed intently out of 
‘he many windows. I must here’ com- 
sliment the pretty brick station at Liv- 
mgston. I had some conversation with 
two boys @arrying long fishing poles 
and baskets hung over their shoulders. 
They said that starting out about 9 
inthe thorning and ishing until 6, 
they could catch fr6ém one hundred to 
two hundred white fish; that these 
fish varied in size, some weighing as 
much as eight or nine pounds, although 
not many of this size were caught. At 
aigh water in June and July trout were 
‘he only fish to be found. ‘These boys 
were sturdy little fellows of about 12 
xr 14. There are a few good brick 
puildings in view from the station at 
Livingston, and the town at this early 
nour presented quite a lively appear- 
ance. To the north there are some 
very barren hills, typical Western hills, 
buton all other sides the grand old 
Rockies tower, their tops covered with 
mow. At this station those get off who 
intend to visit Yellowstone Park. One 
of the car porters said tome: ‘‘Lady, 
better geton.’’ After I had passed he 
remarked to a ‘companion: “Well, 
guess we've corralled them all now.” 
And soon the train moved on slowly, 
very slowly, taking its up the 
nountains. 
ITnoticed the grass was far more 
green and fresh about here than in the 
eastern and lower part of the State. 
The snow must have done good work. 
Well-made fences are to be seen along 
large tracts of country, which is un- 
ysualin the West, and the land is said 
to be quite good for farming about 
here, as one would judge from the num- 
per of men at work in the fields. 
There were vacant seats in my car 
oy noon, and a lower berth was con- 
signed tome. A little boy of about 5 
or 6 attracted the notice of many, as 
he was so happy with all he saw and 
had. He knitted from a wonder ball at 
different times, which he said had been 
made to amuse him, and every now and 
_then a treasure popped out of it as the 
worsted unwound. The mystery of 
what was next to appear, spurred him 
on toknit, andthus his mamma was 
saved much looking after him. .~ ' 

Arriving at Helena the platform was 
_crowded with~ persons, trunks, boxes, 
etc., and two fine elks’ heads attracted 
much attention. I learned that it was 
a common occurrence to ship such spec- 
imens from here, they being brought 
from the surrounding mountains, and 
that some of them measured nine feet 

fromtiptotip. Thetown properis about 
miles distant fr the Northern 
Pacific station, and what is seen at the 
latter place is not atallenticing. The 
Rockies are always grand, but more 
peautiful about Livingston than here: 

After leaving Helena, amerry party 
gathered on the rear platform to .ob- 
serve the fine scenerv and the result of 
the engineers’ skill, which plainly 
manifests itself in the construction of 
this road. Upa heavy grade till even- 
ing the trafn worked its way, and over 
many long trestles from one hundred 
to two hundred feet high. There are 
two tunnels at this partof the road 
‘each taking five minutes for the train 
to pass through. We met a freight 
train carrying a car of horses, one of 
mules, two cars of cattle and two of 
pigs. We were greeted by these ani- 
mals in their own peculiar way, some 
horses kicked, cows lowed, and the ap- 
pearance of the pigs, as they squeaked 
and poked their noses through the iron 
bars, was very comical. This train fol- 
lowed us slowly, and it was an interest- 
ing sight to watch it wind around the 
many curves below us, over which our 
train had just passed. As the scenery 

rew more grand and our time together 
ecame longer, it had an improving 
tffect on the state of mind of 
jome who had looked morose in 
the morning. That. all were kind and 
leasant whom I met, is most true. 
eed, some few charming traveling 
companions it was my good fortune to 
meet, and Ishali ulwaysthink of them 
with pleasure. I noticed a party who 
got off at Helena, they were travelin 
across the continet, stopping at a 
points of interest to enjoy them, and to 
rest. This is an excellent plan for 
those who can indulge in it. But let 
me say right here, it is not everyone, I 
think, who realizes, or takes advantage 
pf all that may be learned about coun- 
try, modes of life, human character, 
etc., ina fewdays’ necessarytravel. If 
one has to takea trip, he seldom starts 
put with the ideaof obserying about 
him, to study the peculiarities of bdéth 
country and his fellow-man, as. he 
would more probably do were the trip 
entirely one of his own pleasure. 

Next morning at Clark’s Fork, Idaho, 
the train stopped for about three hours 
while awaiting the repairs of the 
bridge a_short distance ahead’ over 
Lightning Creek (which, by the way, is, 

well named,) word having been sent. 
pack “fromthe first s€ction (baggage 
and emigrant train) that it had difi- 
culty in crossing safely. This delay 
proved to be more enjoyable and inter- 
esting than otherwise, the first event 
being an excitement in the shape of the 
results of a fight the night before. Some

frame building. At this stage our train 
stopped heré>“ind it did not take long 
for us to be informed’ of’ the affair. 


“The jury® was walking about with his 


head all bandaged and rather sulkily 
deciding what should be done with the 
criminal, Who’sat in a half stupid state 
beside a man who held @ gun and who 
acted as guard over the prisoner. This 
we observed through the window. As 
far as { could tell, Mr. Jury finally de- 
cided. to have the criminal sent 
to some town and tried. Clark’s Fork 
is merely a rude mining camp, with the 


usual number of saloons always to be 


found at such aplace. At one stop be- 
vond, where there were’ five houses, 
three were saloons. The. Scenery 
around Clark’s Fork is grand and wild, 
but the view. is not at all extended. 
Many of the passengers took a pleasant 
walk to the damaged bridge, where the 
section hands were hatd at work put- 
ting in new beams and props where the 
high water had caused the break. 
Some of the passengers joined in that 
part of the work of removing lumber, 
which came rapidly down the stream 
from asaw-mill above, and lodged in 
one part of the bridge, causing a heavy 
pressure. This was done by long poles 
with spikes and by ropes having a loop 
at one end.: Throwing this loop over a 
log some would take hold and pull, at 
the same time those holding the poles 
pushed. Then farther down the stream 
would dash the logs thus extricated. It 
was very interesting to watch it all, 
and the cool, sparkling water and shade 


of the tatl pines made it a 
most ‘inviting place in which 
to stay awhile. One of our 


party remarked: ‘It only needslemon- 
ade and sa gti to make.it.a regu- 
After. the repairs were 
completed our train passed over the 
bridge and waited on the other side for 
us, we walking the ties and then enter- 
ing the rearcar. It is astonishing how 
sgme persons can go through the world 
with their eyes shut, so to speak, ap- 
parently taking no notice of the beau- 
ties and events ; around them. This fact 
was somewhat illustrated as I entered 
fhe car for the purpose of leaving my 
heavy wrap, before walking to the 
bridge over Lightning Creek. There 
sat a\lone woman, deep in the mystery 
of some novel, who did not even know 
the cause of delay, name of place, or 
excitement without. In common kind- 
ness 1 suggested that’ she would find 
better air outside on this bright, fresh 
morning, and spoke of the incidents 
which I have 
left the book for one moment, as she 
calmly said: ‘*Why, is it so?’’ and then 
continued serenely on te read 
Bandit King.’’ 


About noon we ‘reached Hope, where 
the first section was joined to the sec- 
ond, and we now had fourteen cars and 
two immense engines. Hope is on Lake 
Pend, and consists of some engine- 
houses near the lake and a row of rude 
buildings on the side of the mountain, 


with many steps leading up to them.. 


Ascending these while waiting for the 
train to get water, fresh supplies of ice, 
bread, etc., we found a magnificent 
view. Lake Pend is very beautiful, and 
on some sides the mountains. like rocky 
cliffs, rise straight from the shores,’ 
while at other sides of the lake the 
mountains slope up gradually and are 
covered with pine*trees. There are 
some picturesque islands inthe lake, and 
one is seized with an impulse to go out 
tothem. Few more beautiful spots of 
a lake and its surrounding mountains: 
can well be imagined than here. Were 
it not so far away from the cities a fine 
summer resort could be made of it. 
The train was one hour passing along 
the shores of Lake Pend. Beyond here 
wesaw hundreds of ducks, the 
largest duck pond in the country I was 
told. During the afternoon of this day 
it became hot and dusty, and. every 
other station seemed to be a junction, 
where some five or ten minutes were 
spent. 

Spokane Falls was the next place of 
intere The town seemed to be quite 
large, and near the railroad, where the 
recent fire had been, were many tents, 
taking the place of the former build- 
ings. Mrs. Scott Siddons here entered 
our train on her way to Tacoma. Be- 
fore reaching Pasco Junction we were 
on the car platform for some cool air, 
and the remarks upon the place we 
were nearing were such as_ these: 
‘‘When you get there you want to keep 


your eye on the town and look up, be- 
cause it’s allin tke air;’’ ‘‘It’s our new 


Chicago,’’ etc. It being dark by the 
time we reached this junction, the re- 
marks about the place were somewhat 
lost upon us. That part of our train 
bound for Tacoma here left us, and we 
went on to Wallula Junction, where the 
Union Pacific was to take us to Port- 
land. As our train was late it was 
feared we would not make the connec- 
tion at Wallula, and some little ankiety 
was shown among our passengers on 
this account, as it meant a night spent 
on the sleeper at this point, without 
any headway being made; some time 
the next afternoon we would reach 
Portland, but too late to catch the train 
south. Arriving at Wallula, however, 
it' was found our helping-out train had 
waited for us, and our party then gave 
little sighs of relief, and retired for the 
night. 

Portland was reached next morning 
at 9. Close by the station were the 
usual array of carriages, hotel busses, 
etc., the drivers all calling out in shrill 
voices, gesculating violently to the 
passers by, and causing more confusion 
than good. The happy little boy once 
referred to, and whom I was near, 
asked of his mother, ‘‘What are they 
all quarrelling about?’? and I thought 
his childish judgment of the scene ex- 
actly what it seemed like. It is to be 
regretted, I think, that this boisterous 
method of soliciting trade is still per- 
mitted in our country. My first im- 
pressions of Portland were very favor- 
able. Onthe outskirts of the tgavn all 
things were green and fresh, and driv- 
ing to,the hotel I noticed the business 
streets had good, . substantial build- 
ings. This town has long been 
in need of a first-class hotel, and in the 
Portland, Which ‘was recently com- 
pleted, all the former need is well sup- 
plied and satistied. A drive about 
‘town later in the day gave the oppor- 
tunity to see the residence portion. 
Nobby Hill is very pretty, with some 
handsome homes. From _ Portland 
Heights the view is fine, overlooking 
the town and surrounding ccuntry, Mt. 
Hood in the distance. Pretty homes 
are scattered here and there on this 
hill. A cable road extends through the 
town and reaches these heights by 
means of along incline. Portland also 
has three electric and five horse car 
lines. Chinamen are to be seen in great 


well employed, canning fruits, chop- 


vants. Coal is very little used, and wood 
piles are in front of many of the houses 
on the sidewalks, which does not im- 
prove the appearance of the streets, A 
large drawbridge over the Willamette 
River connects Portland with East 
Portland. Over this we drove to 
catch the 4 p.m. train, which 
steamed out of the station promptly (7) 
two hours later. As this is said to be 
the usual custom,

The day in Portland had been very 
Wwarm,.and sas the train passed on 
through @regon, the coolevening air 
was refreshing, and the country very 
rich looking. The shades of green were 
particularly varied, from the fresh 
voung buds and leaves tothe deep green 
of the pines. This, with the pink and 
white blossoms on the fruit trees, the 
blue mountains in the distance, yellows 
and grays of the sunset, anda mist; 
twilight over all, gavea picture of most 
beautiful coloring. 

Next morning this rich country 
continued, abounding in streams, and 
cultivated by numerous farms, and acres 
of land laid out with young fruit trees. 
Most of the streams are discolored 
This State must 
havea good future before it when min- 
ing, farming and fruit-raising all do 
well. Large flocks of sheep roamed 
over the hills, and pigs were also num- 
erous.. The well-to-do ‘appearance of 
the farmers’ .homes in Oregon is 
noticeable, and altogether one cannot 
pass through the State ithout being 
most favorably impress Going south 
Mt. Pitt appears uponthe scene with 
sudden prominence, and is conspicuous 
for miles, covered with snow and rising 
far above the surrounding country.

and brought her to thestake in the mar- 
ket-place at Rouen. If itdeed Joan is 
‘‘beatified,’’ there is little chance ot her 
being canonized or numbered among 
the saints. ‘Beatification’? is only a 
preliminary step toward canonization, 
and years must elapse ere the latter is 
pronounced. In the meantime, even 
‘the beatification will have been at- 
tacked with such vigor that the canon- 
ization of Joan will become difficult. 
Leo XIII’s successor may not feel in- 
clined to imitate himin throwing this 
sop to the French Republican Cerberus, 
who, after all, will only laugh at it. 

It matters little to French. radicals 
whether or not Joan of Arc isto be 
counted among the ‘‘beatified,’’ or 
among the saints. They merely ven- 
erate her memory asa patriot, and 
will point out that it is somewhat late 
for the church to adore nowadays and 
inthe future the woman whom she 
burnt. Joan says: to Bishop Cauchon: 
‘‘Cauchon, I owe my death to you.” 

It will not doto reply to this thata 
single bishop does not make a church, 
for Cauchon is not aldne. There are 
others who must share with him the 
odium of the deed. Hereis Friar Mar- 
tin, Vicar-General of the Inquisition,» 
who writes to the Duke of Burgundy ; as 
soon as Joan is the latter’s prisoner: 
“By virtue of the authority with 
which we areentrusted bythe Holy 
She of Rome, and, acting on behalf of 
the Catholic faith, we require that 
Joan the maid, who. is strongly sus- 
pected of several crimes, , savoring of 
heresy, be brought asa prisoner into 
our presence.’? refer 
‘Bishop Pierre. Cauchon, it-is he who 
bargains with the Lord of Luxemburg 
‘on behalf ofthe Kingof England for 
the purchase of Joan, the possession of 
whose person he obtains for f.61,000. 
Then there is Canon Nicolas L’Oisel- 
éur, who finds his way into Joan’s cell, 
disguised in the garb of an every-day 
citizen, and passing himself off asa 


prisoner arrested for belonging to 
her party, gains her confidence. 
The archbishop of Reims, when 


| asked to intercede on behalf of the

Jean de Chatil- 
lon begs that Joan be subjected to tor- 
ture. is denied by the 
bishop of not on grounds of 
humanity, pa bee use the maid, in her 
weak state ‘‘might succumb, and thus 
escape the punishment of the State.’’ 
It is the preacher Guillaume Erard, who 
extorts ‘an 
Jeanne by the vilest of subterfuges. 
Eight priests of the diocese of Beauvais 
deprive Joan of the garments of her 
sex, and then declare that she has fallen 
back into her old ways because she has 
donned men’s clothes, the only ones left 
for herto wear. Nicolas Midy says to 
the maid, whenshe is bound to the 
stake: ‘‘Joan, the church; desirous of 
avoiding infection, cuts you off from 
her body.” Then one sees .some fifty 
priests, archpriests and monks, who 
applaud Cauchon when he reads the fol- 
lowing sentence: ‘‘Jeanne, you went 
back to your crimes and your er- 
rors, as the dog returns to his vomit; 
you have again become a mass of rot- 
tenness which the church must, cast 
off. Mother church, in her mercy, is 
willing that you should be burnt, but 
not that your blood should. be shed. 
Back with the knife; the stake will suf- 
fice!’? To crown all, Winchester orders 
that Jeanne’s ashes be cast in the Seine. 

Should Joan’s canonization ever be 
entertained, the ‘‘Devil’s Advocate” 
would have weapons enough, forged by 
the church herself, wherewith to oppose 
Joan’s claim to be ranked with the 
saints.
